The continuation was filed with an incorrect 
specification, which, as consequence, referred to the wrong drawings. The Patent Office, 
discovering that the specification did not match the drawings, and unaware that it was the 
specification, not the drawings, that was incorrect, issued a Notice of Omitted Items requesting 
that FIGS.

Applicant did not file such a supplemental oath or 
declaration because, according to the Notice of Omitted Items, the filing date of the continuation 
would have become the filing date of the supplemental oath or declaration, and Applicant would 
have lost the continuity from the above-captioned application, which by then had been 
abandoned.
